have killed the goose that laid the golden eggs. And the worst 
of it is that the forced idleness of their plants and workers now 
resulting hurts the public as much as it does them; for it means 
a still greater shortage of the things so sorely needed. Always, 
when plants and worers are idle, the public pays for it later. 
Employes who work onlyf half the time must live all the time] 
and consumers pay the bill for their idleness. 


We cannot have reasonalbe prices until essential industries 


are working steadily and we cannot have industries 
working 


steadily until their products are sold at reasonable prices. 
It is 


up to the industries in question to make the first move, by low- 
ering prices.—Punxsutawney Spirit.

a normal profit during the past year or two, and if other manu- 
facturers, whether of cloth or of clothing, had been content like- 
wise with profit as they used to make, and if the same fairness 
had followed the goods all the way through the hands of the 
jobbers and dealers until they reached the consumer, the mills 
and factories would not have had to shut down. The people 
buying clothing at tolerable prices, would 
have kept right on 


buying, and plenty of orders would have been piled up ahead 
4o guarantee steady and successful operation for an indefinite 
time to come. 


For the present, the textile and clothing industries seem to 


have killed the goose that laid the golden eggs. And the worst 
of it is that the forced idleness of their plants and workers now 
resulting hurts the public as much as it does them; for it means 
a still greater shortage of the things so sorely needed. Always, 
when plants and worers are idle, the public pays for it later. 
Employes who work onlyf half the time must live all the time] 
and consumers pay the bill for their idleness. 


We cannot have reasonalbe prices until essential industries 


are working steadily and we cannot have industries 
working 


steadily until their products are sold at reasonable prices. 
It is 


up to the industries in question to make the first move, by low- 
ering prices.—Punxsutawney Spirit.
